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Stevenson Has 
Anti-Red Blueprint 


In his talk in Wisconsin, where he 
called for the election of Sen. Joe Mc- 
Carthy, General Eisenhower could not 
go the whole hog. He said he differed 
with the McCarthy campaign to halt the 
Communists in methods. 

He declared he wanted to protect 
freedom while rooting out what remains 
of the enemy. 

The McCarthy method is to declare 
all who do not agree with him Commu- 
nists or left-wingers. General Eisen- 
hower, who is too decent a man to be- 
lieve in McCarthy, was at least forth- 
right enough to say he could not accept 
the McCarthy smear method—one which 
is used by smaller imitators in state 
politics who try to put a left-wing label 
on all those who don’t agree with them. 

There was something else needed. 
There had to be a factual, strong analy- 
sis and blueprint. Gov. Adlai Stevenson 
supplied it last night in Detroit. 

He would, he said, drive out the last 
vestiges of communism and smash it, 
and he would do it through the FBI, 
the Justice department, and all other 
agencies which have already been do- 
ing a remarkable job. The Communist 
leaders of this country are’in jail, their 
party is weaker than ever. They never 
were as successful in this country as in 
others because of the FBI. 

Governor Stevenson pointed out that 
this is the surest method, as opposed to 
the McCarthy and Hitler method, which 
did not succeed. The Communists in- 
filtrated even Hitler’s Police State Reich. 

The Democrat nominee asserted, too, 
that it was in 1932 that 1,000,000 votes 
had been cast for Eugene Debs and 
against the capitalist system as it then 
existed. Had it not been for what the 
Democratic Party did to restore faith in 
that capitalist system those 1,000,000 
votes might well have grown to 10,- 
000,000, he said. 

He pointed out with great irony that 
recently the junior senator from Wis- 
consin had quoted from a State depart- 
ment document to prove the existence 
of a Communist plot or conspiracy in 
this country, but did not reveal the docu- 
ment was published in 1928 during the 
Coolidge administration. 

The Stevenson Detroit speech is a 
document which should be made avail- 
able to every civic club, every citizens’ 
group, every school because it tells the 
truth and blueprints the surest course 
of removing communism from any 
source to harm this country. 

The speech closes with the assertion 
that we will protect ourselves against 
communism and will protect our free- 
dom, too, and just ahead of that con- 
clusion was this paragraph: 

“I agree with the Roman Catholic 
bishops of the United States in their 
pronouncement last November. ‘Dis- 
honesty, slander, detraction and defa- 
mation of character,’ the Catholic bish- 
ops said, ‘are as truly transgressions of 
God's commandments when resorted to 
by men in political life as they are for 
all other men.’ ”

Every person, unless he is a rare ex- 
ception, is handicapped in some way. 
Dr. Charles Allen, Constitution colum- 
nist, says that in his new book, “In 
Quest of God’s Power.” He cites the 
fact that in the United States there are 
more than 16,000,000 people hard of 
hearing, that several times that number 
must wear glasses, that millions are 
crippled in some form or have some 
bodily ailment. 

Handicap is merely a matter of de- 
gree. Considered from that point of 
view, each of us has an interest in Em- 
ploy the Physically Handicapped Week, 
being observed nationally this week. 

Dr. Allen goes on to show that the 
handicap can become an asset when the 
individual works so hard to overcome 
it ne attains heights of achievement he 
wouldn’t have reached otherwise. 

It isn’t hard to find examples. Edi- 
son and his deafness is a good One or 
Teddy Roosevelt and the asthma he had 
in his youth or Franklin D. Roosevelt 
and his courageous bout with polio. 

On the group level, there is the study 
made by Western Electric of 1,400 em- 
ployees. Seven hundred were handi- 
capped in some way that was noticeable, 
the other 700 had no handicap. Judged 
on production, labor turnover and ab- 
senteeism, the handicapped rated su- 
perior on every count. 

What all this adds up to is obvious. 


It is good business to utilize the skills © 


of the physically handicapped. Em- 
plovers know this and willingly hire the 
handicapped, assigning them to the 
work for which they are best fitted. 

Meanwhile, rehabilitation agencies 
work incessantly to qualify disabled per- 
sons for useful service. The task be- 
comes increasingly great as war con- 
tinues to add to the lists of the disabled. 

This nation became great as it 
learned to make the most of its re- 
sources. Training the handicapped and 
developing their skills so that they can 
take their place in our economic system 
is conservation of human resources at 
its best. This program must continue. 
America needs all of its citizens, each 
man in the job from which he can con- 
tribute most.

Good News for State

one visited a Georgia textile town and

It pre- 
fers a healthy condition of good orders, 
stable operations and steady employ- 
ment for the workers.

SAN FRANCISCO — Traveling recently 
with President Truman, this observer be- 
came slowly conscious of a story—a great, 
human story—that Harry Truman was tell- 
ing about himself. A nos- 
talgic note crept into his 
speeches as he, in effect, 
said good-bye to pdlitics 
on his farewell tour 
among the people he 
loves so much, and whom 
he understands, there- 
fore, so well.

**‘Now I have been in the White House 
for almost eight years, on the 20th @f Jan- 
uary lacking a month and a half, and it has 
been my privilege and my duty te make 
some of the most earth-shaking decisions 
that any president ever had to make. I have 
never hesitated to make those deci@frns, and 
I have tried my best to do it in a manner in 
whicn I thought was right for the welfare of 
the country.”’ 

One may recall, just offhand, the decision 
to use the atomic bomb; the Truman doc- 
trine for Greece and Turkey; the first stand 
against Russian aggression; the Marshall 
Plan, when the front line was stretched clear 
across Europe; Korea, where the first chal- 
lenge of cold-blooded aggression by arms 
was met. 

As a chief of state faces his people again, 
for the last time in that role, all this comes 
up to smite him, as it obviously is doing for 
Harry Truman. And suddenly he realizes 
it, and must brag a bit what a difficult job 
it has been, as he did repeatedly when he 
told how a president really has five jobs. 

There is his post as head of his party; as 
director of foreign affairs; director of the 
armed forces as commander in chief; and 
the task of making recommendations to Con- 
gress and passing on legislation.

Cussing the Stutf 


ON THE ROAD—A white moon shim- 
mered like a snowflake in the daylight sky 
as we set out from Durham and Chapel Hill 
on the long ride to the coast. Autumn was 
upon the land, the peace and the silence and 
the great fulfillment of autumn. It had been 
a: good crop year. The bare stalks of the 
tobacco stood golden in the sun: The peanuts 
were stacked in rows to dry, neat as box- 
woods, in a garden. North Carolina is a rich

Soon the land began to 
flatten. The hardwoods, 
showing the first faint col- 

— ors of fall, gave way to 
ili pines. The road ran 
since ‘ns miles, through a vacant and 
empty country, cut by many streams. 
Strange weeds grew beside the road, tall 
and graceful, with fluffy tops: They looked 
like Johnson grass to me, and when I had 
to stop and pick them, and loa@ them into 
the back of the car, I argued with mama 
that taking Johnson grass back to Georgia 
made little sense to me. Georgia, I said, had 
more Johnson grass than it could use. 

Four generations of my ancestors, I told 
her, had died cussing Johnson grass, They 
had fought all their lives trying to keep it 
out of their cotton and their corn. She said I 
was crazy. It wasn’t Johnson grass. It was 
something else and it would look beautiful in 
an arrangement. So now, in addition to pine 
cones, we've got the back of the car loaded 
witn weeds. 

We took the route that runs south of Albe- 
marle Sound, the water route, where ever so 
often you have to stop and wait while a chug- 
ging ferry warps its way painfully in to the 
bank and you drive the car aboard, the back 
bumper scraping painfully as you go down 
the ramp to the ferry. Few tourists take this 
route. The big trucks that haul logs use it, 
and the fish trucks, running inland from the 
little fishing towns. Everybody gets out to 
stretch his legs as the ferry ambles slowly 
across the chocolate brown Alligator River, 
the blue waters of Croatan Sound. You get 
to meet a lot of people at the ferry landings. 
They are lonesome folk, and they like to talk. 

There is, for example, Uncle Billy Bar- 
ret of Mann’s Harbor, where the ferry cross- 
és from the mainland over to historic Roa- 
noke Island.

French-Plan- 
Fight. If UN 
Eyes Africa

PARIS, Oct. 7—Premier Antoine 
Pinay warned today that France 
would fight to the last ditch against 
any UN intervention in her North 
African protectorates and would re- 
fuse to admit to Tunisia and. Moroc- 
co a UN commission if one were 
formed. 

The cabinet decided unanimously 
to resist ‘‘any interference in these 
questions”’ at a meeting in which 
U. S. policy in North African af- 
fairs was severely criticized. It 
was alleged in the meeting that 
the United States, by giving Arab 
Nationalists the impression that it 
supported their home rule aspira- 
tions, had made it impossible for 
France to negotiate a settlement of 
the Tunisian and Moroccan de- 
mands for autonomy. 


COMPLAINT DISCUSSED 


The possibility of delivering a 
formal complaint to Washington by 
diplomatic channels againgt what 
was termed United States interfer- 
ence in North Africa, was discussed 
by the government. Premier Pinay 
and Foreign Minister Robert Schu- 
man were scheduled to receive U, 
S. Ambassador James C. Dunn to- 
morrow morning. 

Interpreting the cabinet’s deci- 
sion, Pinay said France would 
‘fight in the UN General Assembly 
opening Oct. 14 from three posi- 
‘tions.

A controversy aver the type of 
paving material best suited for the 
job began early,this year, with 
many residents asking that the 
work be done by the county with 
asphalt at a cheaper cost than the 
concrete paving favored by the 
city commission. 

The commission passed an ordi- 
nance for the paving, specifying 
concrete as the material, and last 
week what City Manager John R. 
Hellams called ‘‘a majority” of 
property owners on the streets 
filed petitions protesting the or- 
dinance. 

Spokesmen for the residents on 
Sussex Rd., Wiltshire Dr., 
mouth Ave., Lakeview PIl., Exeter 
Rd., Fairfield Rd. and Kingston 
Rd. said the residents still want 
the county’s asphalt paving. 

‘We've looked at asphalt paving 


in some of the subdivisions in De-| 


Kalb,’’ Chaney commented, ‘‘and 
we just don’t want that kind of 
work done here.” 

Chaney said the commission was 
insisting on concrete “‘to preserve 
present paving standards in Avon- 
dale.’’ He said he did not believe 
the commission would change its 
mind on the matter.
